In spile of the claim that business along many lines is not 


as brisk as might be desired, little is:heard just now about the 
army of the unemployed, and'for a/good reason. All know 
that aUliiS'time of the year there isfiUle. excuse for any man 
being out of work if he is.prepared hracceptlhe'kind'of work 
thatcomes to-hand. The gardens, yards and'field.s alTopI em- 
ployment at this season, which,-if not-the kind;one.is used'to 
or'the kind desired, leaves no excuse for the cry of-helpless- 
ness.

And the fact is that there is>seldom a time at any season of 


the year when there is not work of some kind for those who 
are willing and anxious to work. The trouble in too many 
cases is that the work and wages offered do not meet the exac- 
tions'of those professing inability to find employment, and 
who would rather swell the army of the unemployed than to 
do work not to their liking on terms not dictated by them- 
-selves. 


A communication to a newspaper written by an honest 


working-man makes very plain the real facts in the case. He 
says the army of the unemployed should be divided into three 
classes, namely, those who are willing and would be glad to 
get work; those who will work if they can get some particular 
kind of work, and those who will work if they can gel $25 a 
week, with four days off. 
And he adds thai (here is slill an- 


other class which under'no-circumstances will do any kind of 
work at any rate of wages.

The man who writes this lives in an industrial cily and il is 


clear that what he says -is based upon observations and per- 
sonal knowledge. 
Every observant person knows that his 


words are true^ The writer says he is a workingman with a 
wife and three children and that he works for $1.75 a day o.f 
ten hours. On thai pay: and with a family of that size he is 
trying to save enough to buy a home, and he adds significantly 
"1 don't have broiled chicken or lobster for my Sunday dinner, 
nor does my money go to the movies on Sunday or to (he man 
with white coat and apron who deals out (rouble Saturday 
nights." 


"There is a whole sermon in the letter of this workingman, 


who is able to get work while others are shouting about non- 
employment, and who is taking care of his earnings in the 
proper way. If the army of unemployed would enlist under 
the banner he follows there would be less distress, less noise 
and far more contentment and prosperity.
